Oor n paar honderd jaar sal sosioloe wat die 20ste eeu 
bestudeer, hierdie tydperk seker as die "eeu van kompeti- 
sies en pryse" bestempel. Om aan die sensasielus van die 
massa te voldoen, word kort-kort allerlei belonings uit- 
geloof vir prestasies op materiele gebied, van skoonheids- 


koninginne tot motorjaers! 


Kom ons egter by pryse toe- 


geken vir kulturele prestasies dan staan sake anders, 
want hieraan lé n ideaal ten grondslag. 


Die jongste bekronings op hierdie 
gebied is boekpryse, veral die wat 
deesdae deur alle beskaafde lande 
aan skrywers van jeuglektuur gegee 
word. Sedert 1956 is daar byvoor- 
beeld die S.A. Akademie vir Weten- 
skap en Kuns se "Scheepers-prys" 
vir die beste jeugverhaal. Mikro 
was die eerste pryswenner "vir sy 
bydraes tot die jeuglektuur, maar 
veral vir sy avontuurverhale met die 
2de Vryheidsoorlog as agtergrond, en 
vir sy korter verhale in die bundel 
Lenten. W.A. de Klerk het die 
Scheepers-prys vir 1957 ontvang, vir 
sy boeke vir die jeug. "Hierdie 
werke", aldus die motivering van die 
Akademie -,vertel nie net n opbouen- 
de en onderhoudende verhaal nie, 
maar weens hul idealistiese en na- 


sionale aard is hulle ook verheffend, 


en het die uitwerking dat die jeug- 


dige leser se karakter opgebou word". 


Ons moet aan Amerika die eer gee 
dat hulle die bal aan die rol gesit 
het. Reeds in 1922 het n sosiaalge- 
sinde boekhandelaar en redakteur, 
Frederic Melcher, op die gedagte 
gekom om jaarliks n medalje uit te 
loof vir die Amerikaanse skrywer 
wat die mees treffende bydrae tot 


die jeugliteratuur gelewer het. Hy 
het die naam "Newbury" vir die medal- 


je gekies, ter ere van John Newbury 


n Engelse boekhandelaar wit die ]8de 
eeu. Newbury het in die jaar 1744 
sy spore verdien met die uitgawe van 
die eerste kinderboek wat nie reguit 
"didakties" was nie. Feitlik alle 
boeke wat tot op daardie tyd vir die 
jongspan geskryf is, was nie eintlik 
ontspanningslektuur nie: hulle was 
so vermanend en prekerig dat dit n 


naarheid was. Geen wonder dat "A 
little pretty pocket book" dadelik 
populér was nie! Buitendien het 


Newbury se winkel "At the sign of 
the Bible and the Sun" die oorspronk- 
like opskrif gedra: "Juvenile libra- 
ry". Die boekhandelaar, wat nie 


alleen n kindervriend was nie maar 


ook n goeie sakeman, het die kinder- 
boeke so aantreklik moontlik uitge- 
gee, met geblomde boekomslae, en

houtsnee-illustrasies. Dit was « 
n gelukkige keuse om die naam van 
hierdie ou boekhandelaar wat feitlik 
die eerste persoon was om aandag te 
skenk aan lektuurvoorsiening vir die 
jeug, vir die medalje te kies. n 
Jaar of wat later het Melcher besef 
dat die werk van die kunstenaars wat

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verantwoordelik wes vir die mooi-ge- 
illustreerde prenteboeke ook waar- 
dering en aanmoediging verdien. 

Sedert 1938 word die Caldecott 
medalje jaarliks toegel en vir die 
"hes-geillustreerde prenteboek uitge- 
gee in die V.S.A.". - Ook hierdie 
slag het Melcher die naam van n 
Engelsman gekies, nl. die talentvol- 
le kunstenaar Pandolph Caldecott 
(1846-1886) wie se lewendige en 
humoristiese kinderboeke sowel in 
Engeland as in Amerika gewild was 

Die keuse van die boeke berus by 
die Amerikaanse Piblioteekvereniging. 
Hierdie liggaam het wat lektuurvoor- 
siening vir groot en klein betref, n 
groot invloed op die openbare mening. 

Wanneer die betrokke Komitee 
dit eens is oor die keuse van die 
pryswenners sorg hulle deur middel 
van die pers en die draadloos dat 
dit wyd en syd bekend word. Ook die 
name van die 2de en 3de keuse word 
vermeld. Tereg reken hulle dat dit 
geen sin het om so’n belangrike be- 
slissing as n suiwer professionele 
aangeleentheid te beskou nie.  In- 
teendeel, die publiek, die boekhan- 
del, bibliotekarisse en owerhede 
behoort daarvan te weet. Gedurende 
die jaarlike kongres van die Diblio- 
teekvereniging word die medaljes by 
geleentheid van n feestelike onthaal 
aen die gelukkige pryswenners oor- 
handig, en hul toesprake word ge- 
publiseer!

lierdie koekpryse getuig van kri- 
tiese waardering. [Die gedagte is 
dat hulle "oorspronklike en skeppen- 
de werk op die gebied van jeuglek- 
tuur aanmoedig". it wil nog nie sé 


dat die beste boek ook die populér- 
ste is nie! As dit so was, sou alle 
"comics" en ander massa-produkte met 
die prys weghardloop. In Amerika 
word dit as n besonder groot onder- 
skeiding beskou om n "Newbury" of 
"Caldecott" te wen. Fit ly geen 
twyfel dat hierdie instelling n sti- 
mulerende invloed uitoefen, nie al- 
leen op die kunstenaars en skrywers 
nie, maar ook op die publiek wat 
"opgevoed" word sonder dat hulle dit 
agterkom. Uitmuntende kinderboeke 
word tans as n belangrike onderdeel 
van literatuur en kuns beskou. 

Meeste van die 'Nwbury" boeke is 
verhalende lektuur, party met tipies 
Amerikaanse, ander met bre@r en meer 
internasionale agtergrond. "The 
Wheel on the School” deur |i. de Jong; 
"King of the eind", van [!. Henry; 
"Young Fu of the Upper-Yangtze", ceur 
FE. Lewis; Armstrong Sperry se: "Boy 
who was afraid" is n paar van die 
Newburys wat in Fngelse uitgawes ver- 
skyn het en ook in ons boekevoorraad 
te vinde is. Van die "Caldecott" 
winners kan ons Pemelmans se "Made- 
line’s rescue", wat meeste van u se- 
ker in u biblioteek het, vermeld, en 
n nuwe aanwins in die vorm van n be- 
sonder mooi en sierlike getllustreer- 
de "Cinderella" van Mercia Brown. 


CARNEGIE-PRYS 
Pie Engelse Carnegie-prys is te 
vergelyk met die ‘merikaanse "New- 
bury" en is eers in 1936 ingestel 
Pit is so genoem na Andrew Carnegie, 
die ‘merikaanse filantroop wat mil- 
joene aan biblioteke gegee het. [ie 
prys het tot dusver min invloed op 
die openbare mening omdat die Pritse 
Piblioteekvereniging maar weinig 
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publisiteit aan die saak gee. Twee 
jaar gelede het hulle ook die "Kate 
Greenaway"-prys ingestel, en Edward 
Ardizzone het die medalje gewen vir 
sy bekende boek "Jim all alone". 
Die Carnegie-medalje het nou mon- 
dig geword, Die neéntien boeke wat 
die prys sover gewen het, gee af- 
doende bewys dat die komitee wel 
deeglik rekening gehou het met oor- 
spronklikheid van tema, behandel- 
ing en goeie styl. Dit is opval- 
lend dat daar n hele paar fantasie- 
verhale onder die pryswenners is, n 
genre wat Engelse skrywers besonder 
knap hanteer. Daar is bv. die oor- 
spronklike storie van Mary Norton: 


"The Borrowers", weliswaar n werk 
van verbeelding maar met veel werk- 
likheid tussenin ingevleg.' " The 


Wind on the Moon" is n fantastiese 

en humoristiese verhaal van die be- 

kende skrywer,Eric Linklater. n 

Ander bekende figuur, C.S. Lewis, he 
twee jaar gelede die prys gewen met 

sy "Last Battle", die laaste boek in 

die "Narina" verhale reeks. Twee 
voortreflike versamelings van kort 

verhale is die "Collected short 

stories" van Walter de la Mare, en 

"The Little Bookroom" van Eleanor 

Farjeon. Hierdie skrywers is nie 

alleen groot vriende nie, maar het 

ook baie gemeen. Altwee se stories 

is vol digterlike verbeelding en wys- 
heid. Veral die verhale uit "The 

Little Bookroom" is baie geskik vir 

die storie-uurtjie. 

Van die Carnegie-boeke wat op 
feit gegrond is, is "The Woolpack, 
n historiese verhaal uit die Middel- 
eeue, deur Cynthia Harnett aan te 
beveel; Noel Streatfield beskryf 
die lewe van sirkus-mense agter die 
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skerms in "The Circus is coming", 
Die jongste medalje-wenner, "The 
Grass Rope" is n bekoorlike en oor- 
spronklike verhaal. William Mayne, 
die knap skrywer van hierdie boek 
beskik nie alleen oor n goeie styl 
nie, maar weet hoe om landskap en 
atmosfeer uit te beeld. Hy skets sy 
karakters op subtiele wyse; meer 
deur middel van dialoog as deur reg- 
streekse beskrywings. Hierdeur kry 
die jong leser se verbeelding vrye 
spel, en het die boek n nawerking 
soos min ander. Mayne is nie n 
"maklike" skrywer nie, maar lesers 
wat nog nie bederf is deur opwinden- 
de avontuurverhale sal die boek 
terdet geniet. 


H.C. ANDERSEN-PRYS 


n Mylpaal is bereik met die instel- 
ling van die Hans Christian Ander- 
sen-medalje in 1956. Hierdie prys 
word toegeken deur die Internasiona- 
le Raad vir jeugliteratuur, in lig- 
gaam wat n jaar of wat gelede op ini- 
siatief van die Internasionale jeug- 
biblioteek van Munchen tot stand ge- 
kom het. Uitgewers, skrywers, kun- 


stenaars, en bibliotekarisse van ver- 


skeie lande is verteenwoordig in die 
Raad. Hulle het gevoel dat die eer- 
ste medalje gegee moes word vir n 
boek wat so na as moontlik in die 
gees van Andersen se verhale geskryf 
is, en die Carnegie-wenner, "The 
Little Bookroom" het die eer te 
beurt geval. Die stigters van die 
li.C. Andersen-prys hoop dat dit in 
die toekoms n inspirasie sal wees 
vir skrywers van jeugliteratuur oor 
die hele wéreld. 


DIE LEIPOLDT-NORTIERBIBLIOTEEK 
CLANWILLIAM 


J.-J. Marais. 


Met die inwyding op die elfde Oktober van die Leipoldt- 
Nortierbiblioteek is n groot ideaal verwesentlik. Nie 
alleen het Clanwilliam twee groot manne uit hulle gele- 
dere op toepaslike wyse vereer nie, maar Clanwilliam be- 
skik tans oor n moderne funksionele biblioteek, wat vir 
baie toekomstige geslagte sal dien. Terselfdertyd is dit 
die eerste biblioteek in die streek Vanrhynsdorp wat aan 
die Provinsiale Biblioteekdiens se vereistes voldoen. 


Die Biblioteekgedagte op Clanwil- 
liam het eintlik tydens die Tweede 
Vryheidsoorlog ontstaan, toe baie 
van die Engelse offisiere boeke vir 
die Engelsprekendes aldaar gebring 
het. Onder hierdie inwoners, almal 
liefhebbers van die boek, was daar 
die bekende Fosters, Fryers en Shaws. 
By hulle het die plan ontstaan om 
met n uitruilery van die boeke te be- 
gin. Die boeke, wat hulle van die 
soldate ontvang het, asook baie van 
hul eie, is na die ou magistraatskan- 
toor geneem. Daar is die boeke in n 
kamer gehuisves; die begin van n 
vrye biblioteek! 

In 1900 brand die Landdroskantoor 
af en slegs n klein gedeelte van die 
boeke kon gered word. Die wat wél 
aan die vlamme ontkom het, is daarna 
in n vertrekkie aan huis van mnr. 
Ben Foster gehuisves. 

Op hierdie stadium vertrek die 
Anglikaanse predikant en hy laat n 
groot gedeelte van sy private biblio- 
teek aan sy gemeentelede na. Hier- 
die versameling, almal in pragtige 
band, bevat onder andere werke van 
Thackeray, Poe, Dickens, Bronte, 


Hardy, Scott, en Austin. Vandag 
pryk hulle nog op die rakke van die 
nuwe biblioteek. 

Na hierdie toevoeging het mnr. 
Foster se lokaaltjie nie genoeg 
ruimte gebied nie en andermaal was 
die boeke op die trekpad; hierdie 
keer na die St. John’s Hall, wat as 
gemeenskapsaal diens gedoen het. 

In 1904 klop die lesende gemeen- 
skap van Clanwilliam om finansiéle 
hulp by die Regering aan. Die ver- 
soek word toegestaan en die boekery 
word nou as biblioteek geregistreer. 

Die biblioteek het maar n worstel- 
bestaan gevoer. Nooit was daar meer 
as 36 lede nie. 

Kort na sy aankoms in 1914 te 
Clanwilliam word mnr. J.J. Louw tot 
sekretaris-tesourier van die bi- 
blioteek gekies. Vir 42 jaar het 
mnr. Louw hom ingeleef in hierdie 
liefdesdiens. Gelukkig het hy in 
dr. en mev. P. le Fras Nortier sterk 
bondgenote gehad. Hulle drie was 
trouens ook die persone wat die al- 
lernouste met die wel en wee van die 
biblioteek verbind was. 
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N RAMP 


In 1925 tref n ramp weereens die 
biblioteek toe die St. John’s Hall 
afgebrand het. Teen hierdie tyd was 
die biblioteek al n vaste instelling 
en aan hulp om die boeke te probeer 
red het dit nie ontbreek nie. Die 
grootste gedeelte van die boeke is 
in veilige bewaring na n kamer in n 
prokureurskantoor gebring. 

In 1926 is die Stadsaal gebou en 
hier is eindelik die biblioteek in 
twee vertrekke gehuisves. Die een 
vertrek het later, na die toevoe- 
ging van boeke uit C. Louis Leipoldt 
se boekery, as die Leipoldtkamer 
bekend geword. 

Die jare van worstel en planmaak 
is tydelik in Januarie 195] be#indig 
toe Clanwilliam by die Provinsiale 
Biblioteekdiens, volgens Ordonnansie 
nr. 10 van 1949, ingeskakel is. 

Hoe groot die verligting was word 
deur die woorde van mnr. S. Swane- 
poel, bekende skrywer wat op Clan- 
william woonagtig is, weerspieél. 
,Vandag kan ons terugkyk na die jare 
van sukkel om fondse bymekaar te- 
maak. Dit is byna te goed om waar 
te wees dat ons nou gereelde besoeke 
van die boekwa ontvang en boeke vir 
ons biblioteek te kus en te keur kan 
uitsoek." 

Maar volgens die nuwe provinsiale 
biblioteekvereistes moes Clanwilliam 
n nuwe biblioteekgebou verkry, aan- 
gesien die twee biblioteekvertrekke 
heeltemal ontoereikend was. 

Die totstandkoming van die nuwe 
gebou is aangewakker deur dr. P. le 
Fras Nortier, wat £1,000 nagelaat 
het vir die bou van n gedenkbiblio- 
teek ter ere van sy vriend, dr. C. 
Louis Leipoldt, op voorwaarde dat 
binne twee jaar daarmee begin sou 
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met mnr. R.C.E. 
Strassberger as sekretaris, is ge- 
vorm om uitvoering aan dr. Nortier 
se wens te gee. n Verdere skenking 
van £500 is deur een van die lede, 
mev. H. Burton gedoen, mits die 
biblioteek ook ter gedagtenis van 
dr. Nortier sou wees. Hierna is n 
groot fondsinsameling van stapel ge- 
stuur en bydraes is uit baie dele 
van die land ontvang. 

Die beraamde totale koste was 
£10,000. Die komitee het hard 
gewerk en op 27 April 1957 kon mev. 
Helen Burton die hoeksteen 1é.

TALKING OF FILMS .° 


They have come! The Long awaited 
quarterly Film Summary Reports from 
Central Reference and Port Elizabeth 
- no, nothing from Kimberley yet, 
but ,mOre is nog n dag"! 

In about 250 film shows more than 
20,000 adults and children have seen 
our films and the overwhelming 
majority of reports show that people 
liked what they saw. So that is the 


real beginning and it is encouraging. 


In the June issue of the "Cape 
Librarian" we had tried predicting 
the most popular films - and were 
wrong, of course! S.A. GAME PARKS 
came nowhere near first place; that 
proud position is firmly held by 
AUSTRALIA’ S CORAL WONDERLAND. 
This outstanding film was shown nine 
times and was enjoyed by 677 adults 
and 117 children, a most heartening 
result. Second place - six showings 
each - is shared by two Canadian 
films, BATTLING BLUE FINS and 
MUSICAL RIDE, and our own SOUTH 
AFRICA - A PREVIEW. While these are 
obvious popular choices, it is 
rather surprising and all the more 
promising that they were closely 
followed by five showings each of 
two much more specialized films: 
CERAMIC ART OF JAPAN and SIX FACES 
OF PHARAOH. The beginning popu- 
larity of this type of film shows 
that we are making progress in our 


endeavour to stimulate new interests. 


In one of the individual reports 
for SIX FACES OF PHARAOH tere 


appears the remark: "Children under 


12 were unimpressed". Now isn’t 
that just too bad! But it does not 
mean a thing either against the film 
or the children. On the contrary: 
the film is graded as "U" - that 
means there is no objection to show- 
ing it to children who happen to be 
in the audience; it means, at the 
same time, that the film is intended 
for a general public, and - be it 
stated with all emphasis - we assess 
the mental age of our general public 
well above the age of 12! With a 
film graded "E" or "J" we aim at in- 
teresting younger and older children, 
and if we fail in reaching that re- 
sult then either our previewing com- 
mittee or the film or the grading 
are to be blamed. But, once again, 
a film graded as "U" should make an 
impression on an average adult 
audience. SIX FACES OF PHARAOH - as 
the comment proves - was the wrong 
selection for an audience consisting 
of 4 adults and 30 children, i.e. an 
audience which clearly needs a "J" 
film. 

In the compiling of film pro- 
grammes the grading symbol of each 
film should be a decisive factor. 


While it was interesting to see 
which films have been shown during 
the past months, one cannot help 
wondering about the others which are 
lying on the shelves and have not 
met their audience yet. What about 
our carefully built up collection of 
agricultural films, with their 
special emphasis on the daily prob- 








lems of soil erosion and water con- 
servation? What about the films on 
children, from LIFE WITH BAPY to the 
special educational challenge of 
THURSDAY’S CHILDREN? And would it 
not, in the midst of still another 
Middle East crisis, be a good idea 
to show ASSAM OIL SURVEY?
